In our memory verse today we learn that God did not have a beginning. He was not = 
created by someone else, and He has always been alive. He was not born and does 
not have a mother and father like you and me. It also tells us that there will never be a 
time when God does not exist. God can never die and will always be the same God. 

God is greater than all and more important than all. He is the highest authority. The 
Bible tells us that God knows everything and is in all places at the same time. He is 
here right now and can see us all. He knows all our thoughts. We cannot hide from God. 

God is Spirit (John 4:24). He does not need the earth to live on and the many other 
things which we humans need because God does not have a body as we do. God has 
no head or eyes or hands (or trunk) or feet. He does not have flesh and bones like 


humans, animals, birds, fish, or reptiles which all need food, water, and air to live. 

God is a Trinity. The word Trinity means Three in One. In the Bible we read that 
although there is only one God, there are three persons who are equally God. All three 
are named in Matthew 28:19: God the Father, God the Son, and God the Holy Spirit. 
God who is the Father and God who is the Son and God who is the Holy Spirit are only 
one God. They are not three gods. They are all exactly the same in power and knowI- 
edge and wisdom. We would think that the Father lived first and then God who is the 
Son came to life later, but that is not so.

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Lessons from God’s Word 


Everything God does is perfect because God is holy. The word “holy” means perfect 
without anything bad or evil at all. That’s the way God is. 

Remember that He is God the Holy Spirit. He is the perfect Spirit who only does good. 
He has never, ever done anything bad. 

In the beginning, all of the spirits that God created were God's angels. Because 
God created them, they belonged to Him. They were created to do whatever God 
wanted them to do. 

God did not give the angels bodies when He created them — they do not have 
flesh and blood as we do. Since they don’t have bodies, they can go wherever they 
want to, but they are not at all places at the same time as God is. The angels can only 
be at one place at a time. God is greater than the angels. 

Nothing is too hard for God to do. God created the angels stronger than we are, 
but they are not all-powerful as God is. Angels are very intelligent, too, but they are not 
all-knowing as God is. 

All of the angels lived in heaven with God in the beginning. Though God is 
everywhere, all the time, heaven is where He lives (Psalm 11:4). The Bible tells us 
that heaven is a wonderful place, far better than any place we have ever known or 


could ever imagine.

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Lessons from God’s Word 


God created the angels with great wisdom and strength, but they were created to 
serve Him. God is greater and more important than angels. God is sovereign — the 
highest authority (ruler). 

When Lucifer decided that he wanted to take over God's position as the ruler of all 
things, he rebelled against God's authority over him. God knew Lucifer’s thoughts and 
the thoughts of each of the rebellious angels that followed him. Nothing can be kept 
secret from God. He knows everything before it ever happens. He is everywhere, sees 
everything, and knows everything. 

The Bible tells us that after Lucifer's rebellion, the bad angels were no longer 
God's servants. Instead, they began to hate God and every good thing that God loves. 
We now know Lucifer by other names, such as “Satan” and “the devil.” The angels that 
followed Satan are called demons. 

Satan (Lucifer) and his demons could no longer live in heaven, so for now, God 
makes them roam all over the earth. One day in the future, God is going to send Satan 
and his demons to the Lake of Fire to be punished forever (Matthew 25:41 ). To rebel 
against God is very serious. God will not tolerate disobedience to Him. God always 
punishes disobedience and rebellion.

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Lessons from Gods Word 


Genesis 1:1-8 


The Bible is divided into 66 books. The very first book of the Bible is called “Genesis.” 
The word “genesis” means “beginnings.” All things had a beginning, except for God, 
who lived before the beginning. In the Book of Genesis, in the first chapter and in the 
first verse (Genesis 1:1), it says, “In the beginning God created the heaven and the 
earth.” The word “created” means “to make something out of nothing.” 

After God created the earth, it had no form or shape (Genesis 1:2). It was completely 
empty. The earth was covered by darkness and water. Water covered the whole world, 
so it had no dry land. There was no life anywhere on earth — no people, no animals, 
and no plants. 

God is all powerful, and He was ready to use His mighty power to create things on 
this earth he made. In Genesis 1:3, we see that God created light for this dark world by 
just speaking! “Then God said, ‘Let there be light: and there was light;” In Genesis 1:4 
God said the light was good. God makes everything good, because He is holy, which 
means He is perfect. God divided the light from the darkness. He called light “day,” and 
He called the darkness “night.” This was the first day in the beginning of the world. 

On the second day, God created the air and the sky (Genesis 1:6-8). God spoke 
and the water covering the earth divided. That means some of the water went on top of 
the “firmament” or “sky,” and the rest of the water covered the earth underneath the sky. 

Only God can create. He is greater than we could ever imagine, but He has given 
us the Bible, His Word, so we can learn about Him!

Genesis 1:26-31; 2:7 


On the sixth day God created the animals, but He also created man. God decided 
how man would be made, just as He decided how the angels, the sun, moon, stars, the 
earth, and all things on the earth were to be made. Man was the most important thing 
God created on the earth, so God decided to make him in the “image of God.” What 
does this mean? God doesn’t have a body of flesh and bones like we do. God is talking 
about the part of us which cannot be seen.

Genesis 2:1-17 


Because God created and owns man, He had the right to put him where He 
wanted him and to tell him what to do. So God put Adam in a beautiful garden called 
Eden. God told Adam to take care of the garden, but Adam didn’t need to work hard 
because everything was perfect. When God first created everything, He didn’t water 
the plants by giving rain; there was no rain. Instead, He watered it by mist which came 
from the earth. 

When God put Adam in the garden, God did not leave it up to Adam to decide what 
was right and what was wrong to do. God spoke to Adam and told him what he must 
not do and what would happen if he disobeyed. Today, God has given us the Bible so 
we can know what pleases and displeases Him. 

God put lots and lots of fruit trees in the garden for food. He also put two very 
important trees in the middle of the garden: the tree of life and the tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil. God wanted Adam to have what was good. If he ate from the tree of life, he 
would live forever.

Not only would his body die, but he would eventually go to the same 
terrible punishment, the Lake of Fire, which God prepared for Satan and his spirit fol- 
lowers, because they disobeyed. If he ate from the tree, Adam’s punishment would be 
forever and ever! 

God only wanted what was best for Adam. He did not want Adam to eat from the 
tree of the knowledge of good and evil. God loved Adam and wanted to enjoy Adam's 
love and friendship.

Genesis 3:9-20 


God knows everything and will punish all sin! God knows everything that Satan 
and his evil spirits think and plan to do. God will punish Satan and all his followers for 
all of their evil deeds and their horrible disobedience to God. 

Once Adam and Eve disobeyed God and followed the advice of Satan, they were 
separated from God and controlled by Satan. They were no longer the children of God. 
They were Satan’s children. Satan had become the god of this world. This is what 
Satan wanted; he thought he had beaten God and would have control of the world and 
all people forever. 

But no one can win against God — He is the almighty Creator. Because God loved 
Adam and Eve so much, He promised He would send a deliverer who would over- 
come Satan and save mankind from his power. A deliverer is someone who rescues 
us or Saves us — a deliverer sets us free. God planned that the promised Deliverer 
would be the child of a virgin woman, who had never married or lived as the wife of a 
man. This deliverer would someday crush Satan (Genesis 3:15)! 

Now we also see that God is gracious and merciful. Grace is God’s kindness 
to undeserving sinners (people who do bad or evil things). Mercy is God’s way

thorns. He would have to work hard to grow his own food for his family. Because Adam 
sinned, God told him and Eve that their bodies must die someday and go back again 
to the ground. Because Adam is the first man, all people in every country are Adam's 
descendants and will die like him. Adam and Eve had to answer to God for what they 
did. Without the Deliverer, we, too, as Adam’s descendants, will all have to answer to 
God for everything we have thought and done during our lives.

Genesis 3:21-24; 4:1-2 


When God first made Adam and Eve, they didn’t know anything evil or bad. But 
when they disobeyed God their Creator, they found that not everything was good. 
Satan had deceived Eve, but Adam and Eve should have trusted God instead. God 
had given them every good thing to eat. They even had opportunity to eat from the tree 
of life and live forever. But they had chosen to disobey God and to eat from the tree 
of the knowledge of good and evil — the one tree from which God had forbidden them 
to eat. Now, because they had disobeyed God, He would not allow them to eat of 
the tree of life. Therefore, God put Adam and Eve, the father and mother of us all, out 
of the garden, away from the tree of life. At the east of the garden of Eden, God put 
some of His good angels called cherubim and a sword of fire which turned every way 
to make sure that Adam and Eve could not return and eat the fruit from the tree of life. 
They would now grow old and die.

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Lessons from God’s Word 
Genesis 4:3-25 


After Adam and Eve were sent from the Garden of Eden for their sin, there was 
no way they could come to God on their own. They could not give anything to God to 
pay for their sins. Neither could their sons, Cain and Abel, who were born with sin. God 
hates sin. 

Because God loved them, He planned a way so they could come to Him. It was 
God who decided on this way. It was not man’s way. They had to bring a sheep as an 
offering to Him. They had to kill the animal in such a way that the animal’s blood would 
flow out. The Bible clearly says'that blood must be shed for sin. The blood sacrifice for 
sin was part of God's plan to deliver man from sin and Satan and death. The animal's 
blood did not pay for man’s sin. Sin must be paid for by human life being given. The 
lamb was a substitute sacrifice — one that died in the place of the sinner. 

Adam and Eve taught their sons, Cain and 
Abel, about God and how to make acceptable 
sacrifices to Him. One day Abel brought one of 
his best sheep to God as an offering. Abel killed 
the sheep so its blood ran out, just as God said 
it should. Abel did this, not to pay for his sin, 
but because he agreed with God that he was a 
sinner. He believed what God told his parents, 
Adam and Eve, about sending a human deliverer 
who would destroy Satan and save man from Satan’s power. God was very happy with 
Abel's offering, so He forgave Abel for his sin, and He accepted Abel. 

Abel's brother also brought an offering to God, but it was not an animal, as God 
instructed them. It was good things which he had grown in his garden. God rejected 
Cain and his offering, because he came to God in his own way, according to his own 
ideas, and not in the way God had commanded. God explained why, but Cain only got 
very angry. He would not listen to God. Instead he listened to Satan, became jealous 
of his brother, Abel, and killed him. Because God is everywhere and knows everything, 
He saw Cain kill Abel. Cain had to be punished. Again, Cain would not listen to God.

Genesis 6:3-22:; 7 


The Bible story of Noah happened 1,500 years or more after the creation of Adam. 
God saw it all and told His prophets what to write down about it. There were many 
people living on the earth, along with Noah, his wife, and three sons, Shem, Ham, 
and Japheth. However most of the people followed the sinful ways of Cain and were 
interested only in having what they thought was a good time. They gave no thought as 
to how they should please God. Nothing was hidden from God; He saw and hated the 
sin of these people, but He also loved them and wanted them to repent (change their 
mind about their sin and need for a deliverer). Sadly, they became more and more sinful 
and rebelled against God. They wouldn’t even listen to Noah when he spoke God's 
message to them. 

The people were so wicked that God said He would destroy them and everything 
on the earth that He had made and given to them. However, because of God’s love and 
mercy, one man and his family were not going to be destroyed. Noah had listened to 
God’s words to him.

Genesis 11:27; 12:1-3 


Noah had three sons, Shem, Ham, and Japheth; Abram was a descendant of 
Shem. Abram lived 4,000 years ago, but is still remembered today by his descendants 
because he believed the special promises God made to him. 

Abram married Sarai, but Abram and Sarai didn’t have any children. Where Abram 
lived in Mesopotamia the people worshiped idols. They did not trust in, love, or obey 
God, their Creator. Abram was a sinner because he was a descendant of Adam just 
like all mankind is, but Abram believed God and came to God in the way God had 
shown mankind to. The Bible was not written yet, so God spoke straight to Abram and 
told him what to do. 

God called Abram to leave his own country and go into the land of Candan. God's 
plan for Abram could not be carried out while Abram was living in the midst of these 
people who were worshiping idols. God is our creator, owner and highest authority, so 
He had the right to tell Abram what to do. 

God promised to send a Deliverer to save men from the power of Satan and everlasting 
punishment. No one and nothing can stop God from doing what He plans to do. Men 
rebelled against God by beginning to build the tower of Babel, and worshiped the 
things which God had created instead of Him, their Creator. But God was still loving, 
merciful, and gracious. Whatever God promises to do, He does. 

The next step in God’s plan to send a deliverer was calling Abram to move to the 
land of Canaan. Because Abram believed God and obeyed Him, God made special 
promises to Abram.

Genesis 12:4-5; 13:5-13 


God spoke directly to Abram and told him to leave his own country and go into the 
land of Canaan. Abram came from a family that did not worship God. They, like the 
other people in his country, worshiped idols. Abram did not worship idols, because he 
believed and obeyed God. God promised Abram He would protect and guide him to 
Canaan. God is faithful; He always does what He says. He never changes. God faithfully 
guided Abram to Canaan, the land that He had promised to give to him (Genesis 12:7). 

Lot, Abram’s nephew, also went with Abram and his wife, Sarai. Lot also believed 
God and trusted in His promises. 

Abram and Lot both had many sheep and cattle. They lived close by each other. After 
a little while, problems developed between the men taking care of Abram and Lot's 
animals. Abram did not want to have bad feelings between Lot and himself. Therefore, 
he told Lot he could pick what land he wanted for his family and animals, and Abram 
would take what was left over for his own family and animals. 

Lot looked around to make his choice; he chose the well-watered, grassy plain 
which he thought would be best for his animals. This looked like the best land. Abram 
got what was left over. He stayed up in the rocky hills and mountains while Lot moved 
down to the plain where the walking was easier, and the grass was plentiful for his 
animals.

After Lot and his family left Abram, the Lord spoke to Abram and promised once 
again to give him all the land of Canaan and to make of him a great nation. God had 
promised Abram, even before he had one child, that his descendants would be as 
many as the stars! Abram and Sarai had been married for many years and were now 
old, but they had never been able to have a child. But Abram trusted in God to give him 
a child and to send the Deliverer as one of his descendants. 

In our memory verse for today, it tells us that because Abram believed God, 
even though it seemed impossible to have children, God accepted him as righteous. 
Righteousness in this verse means to have a right relationship with God. Abram was a 
sinner, a descendant of Adam, like us. Why should God accept Abram, a sinner, as if 
he were perfectly right; as if he had no sin? The only reason why God accepted Abram 
as if he had no sin is because Abram believed God. Abram knew that he could not 
save himself from his sins, but he believed that God was going to send a Deliverer who 
would be able to save him from Satan and sin and death. 

God is everywhere all the time; He knows everything. God knew all that would happen 
to Abram’s descendants before they were ever born. He told Abram about some of the 
things that would happen to his descendants in years to come. 

When Abram was 99 years old, God changed his name to Abraham, because God 
promised he would become the father of many descendants. Abram means “exalted 
father’; Abraham means “father of a multitude of children.” God also changed Sarai’s 
name to Sarah because, even though she had never been able to have a child, God 
promised she would have a son. Sarai means “princess,” but Sarah means “mother of 
nations.” She would become the mother of millions of descendants. 

Abram and Sarai were not able to have children, but it was God who made the 
promise, and He is almighty.

Genesis 21:1-3; 22:1-19 


Even though Abraham and Sarah were too old to have children, God had promised 
to give them a son. Many years had passed since God first promised to give Abraham 
a son, but God hadn't forgotten His promise. He had not changed His plan. God could 
give Abraham and Sarah a son because God is the Creator of all people and all things. 
Sarah had a son just as God had promised; he was named Isaac. Just as Abraham 
and Sarah belonged to God, so did their son, Isaac, belong to God. 

Abraham and Sarah loved Isaac very much. Abraham believed that all of God’s 
promises concerning the Deliverer God was going to send were to be fulfilled through 
Isaac and his descendants. One day, when Isaac had become a young man, God told 
Abraham to do a very difficult thing. God was testing Abraham because he wanted 
him to prove how much he trusted in Him. So, God told Abraham to take Isaac to a 
mountain, to which God would lead him, and offer Isaac as a burnt offering to the Lord. 
Because Abraham believed and trusted in God, he immediately made preparations to 
go to the place where God promised to lead him. Abraham knew that because God 
created everything, He has the authority over all people and all things. He did not 
doubt or question why God was asking him to sacrifice his only son, which he loved. 
Abraham still believed God would send the Deliverer through one of his descendants. 

Abraham had not told Isaac what God had told him to do. Isaac knew that the punishment 
for sin is death, and that the only way to come to God was by faith, offering the blood of a lamb 
or sheep as a sacrifice in man’s place. Isaac wondered why his father did not bring a 
lamb with them to sacrifice. When the altar was built and ready for the sacrifice, Abraham 
tied Isaac and laid him on the altar. When Abraham raised the knife to slay his son, 
God called out to Abraham and told him not to kill Isaac.

Genesis 25:19-34; 27:1-45; 28:10 


Esau and Jacob are descendants of Abraham. Abraham is their grandfather. God 
had promised Abraham that the Deliverer, who was to save mankind from the power of 
Satan, was to be born in the line of Abraham and Isaac. God also promised Abraham 
that Isaac would have many descendants. God kept careful record of what happened 
to Abraham’s descendants nearly 4000 years ago. It is recorded in the Bible. 

Isaac married Rebekah, who was born in Mesopotamia, the land where 
Abraham had lived before the Lord led him to Canaan. God made it possible for 
Isaac and Rebekah to have children, just like he had for Abraham and Sarah. Isaac and 
Rebekah had twins, Esau and Jacob, and God said that from each of them would come a 
great nation of people. 

Esau was a skillful hunter. He spent his time tracking and killing wild animals out in 
the fields.

When 
Joseph's brothers did things that were wrong, Joseph told his father, Jacob, what they 
did.

Exodus 1:6-11; 2:1-10 


Today we begin to study the second book of the Bible, Exodus. Exodus means 
going out. This book tells how God took His people, the Israelites, out of Egypt. 

Joseph, his brothers, and their families had continued to live in Egypt after their 
father’s death even though the drought had ended. They did not return to the land which 
God had promised to give to Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob. Joseph died in Egypt. 

The children of Israel had a good life in Egypt. They had large families. The king 
was very good to them. The Israelites lived in Egypt about 350 years before things 
began to change for them. A new king started to rule over Egypt, and he did not know 
about Joseph. The new king came up with an evil plan to make the Israelites slaves to 
the Egyptian people, because there were more Israelites than there were Egyptians. 
The Israelites were mighty and the king thought they might fight against the Egyptian 
people, so he did not want the Israelites to grow in number. He wanted all the Israelite 
baby boys killed. 

The Israelites did nothing to make the new king afraid of them. Why was he trying 
to destroy the people of Israel? Where did this evil plan come from? This evil plan was 
coming from Satan! Satan hates God and man. Satan knew that God had promised 
to send the Deliverer who would destroy Satan and deliver man from his power. He 
also knew that God had promised that this Savior would be born through the nation 
of Israel. Satan didn’t want anyone to be delivered from his power. If all the people of 
Israel were killed, then the Deliverer could not come and destroy him.

Exodus 2:11-22; 3:1-22; 4:1-20, 27-31 


When Moses became a man, he did not like to see his line, the Israelites, being treated 
badly. One day Moses saw one of the Egyptians beating an Israelite who was doing hard 
work. Moses wanted to help his people, so he killed the Egyptian and hid him in the sand.

Exodus 11:1-7; 12:1-36 


God had sent nine terrible plagues on the rebellious Egyptians, and Pharaoh still 
refused to obey God and let the Israelites go free. This was no surprise to God. Even 
before God sent Moses back to Egypt, God had told Moses that this would happen. 
God had one more plague for the Egyptians. He knew that after this last plague, Pharaoh 
would let His people go. 

God told Moses how the Israelites must prepare for the final and most terrible 
plague of all. They must do everything exactly as God had told Moses in order to save 
their firstborn children from death. The head of each home had to choose a perfect 
lamb or goat. The lamb was to be kept 
until the 14th day of the month. They were 
to kill the lamb in the evening of that day. 
The lamb must die. Its blood, on which 
its life depended, must be allowed to flow 
out. This was to remind the Israelites that 
the punishment for sin is death. God told 
the Israelites to catch the blood in a basin. 
Then they were to take a small branch of a 
certain bush and dip it into the blood. With 
this branch they were to put the blood 
on the doorposts and over the door of the house where they were going to be eating 
the lamb that night. It was the blood of the lamb on the doorpost that would save the 
firstborn from God's judgment. The Israelites were to trust in God. God promised the 
Israelites that when He saw the blood on their house, their firstborn children and the 
firstborn of their livestock would not die. 

God passed through Egypt just as He said He would. When God decides to punish 
sin, there is no way to escape. God said He would destroy the firstborn in the Egyptian 
homes, and He did. He said He would pass over every house where He saw the blood, 
and He did. God always does what He says. 

Pharaoh thought he could fight against God, but no one 
can fight against God and win. Pharaoh called Moses that very 
night and told him to take the Israelites out of Egypt.

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Lessons from God’s Word 


Exodus 13:17-18, 22; 14:5-31 


God delivered the Israelites from slavery in Egypt, and He began to lead them 
back to the land that He had promised to their forefather, Abraham. From the time they 
had first arrived in Egypt 430 years before, the number of Israelites had grown from 70 
to about two and a half million at the time they left Egypt. 

God directed them where He wanted them to go by a pillar of cloud during the day 
and a pillar of fire at night. He kept the pillar before them at all times — they could see 
it day and night. They would have got lost, and eventually they would have died in the 
desert if God had not directed them. He loved them, and so He took care of them. 

Even though the Egyptians had seen all the great and mighty things God had done 
in Egypt, they still did not trust in God. Pharaoh changed his mind after the Israelites 
left. He wanted them back. Pharaoh and his army, possibly guided by Satan, went 
after the Israelites. When the Israelites saw Pharaoh and his army coming, they were 
afraid and cried out to God. Then they started complaining to Moses, because he had 
brought them away from Egypt. Moses, however, trusted in God and told the Israelites 
to believe that God would keep his promise to lead them safely out of Egypt and into the 
land He had promised to Abraham. They couldn't deliver themselves: the sea was in 
front of them, and their enemies were behind them. Even though the Israelites sinned 
and didn’t trust in God, He was merciful and planned to deliver them. 

While the Israelites stood before the sea, God moved the cloud that was leading 
Israel and placed it between them and the Egyptians. The Egyptians could only see 
darkness. However, the next day the Egyptians didn’t give up following the Israelites. 

God created the sea, so He has complete control over it. God told Moses to lift up 
his rod and stretch out his hand over the sea, and He would divide the waters so the 
Israelites could cross over it on dry land. It was not difficult for God to open the sea so 
the Israelites could walk through to the other side. God is almighty. Nothing is too hard 
for God. 

The Egyptian armies followed the Israelites out into the sea. But after all the 
Israelites had crossed the sea, God closed the sea again. The Egyptian armies were 
drowned. No one can fight against God and a =
